Jack Martin stated that he 
had worked for Guy bannister as an Investigator frem time totim.o 
and these phono calls ho had cade vrara supposed to have been nada 
over a year ago. Jack ilartin denied that he had raade unauthorized 
long distance telephone calls on Bannister's telephone. The 
discussion became heated and Martin stated that Bannister told hia, 
"Don't call me a liar." Martin replied that he was'nct calling him 
a liar.
